Early  m  September  the  first  step  m  the  preparation  of  the  1949  Kaldron  began  with  the  election  of  the 
staff.   Under  the  supervision  of  Mrs.  Tenpas  and  Mr.  Korrell,  the  first  task  was  to  search  for  a  theme. 

Selecting  music  as  a  theme,  the  Editorial  Staff  went  to  work  on  the  layout.  After  long  hours  of  work, 
plans  for  a  completely  new  Kaldron  emerged.  Camera  shutters  began  clicking  as  the  Photography  Staff  started  its 
assignment  which  continued  through  late  winter.    Meanwhile  the  Kaldron  artists  designed  the  section  panels. 

Early  m  January  the  Business  Department  began  its  major  financial  campaigns.  The  Advertising  Staff 
solicited  business  concerns  m  the  surrounding  area,  while  the  subscription  campaign  met  with  success  with  the 
sale  of  five  hundred  copies  of  the  Kaldron. 

By  early  spring  the  copy  was  prepared  by  the  Editorial  Staff  and  last  minute  photographs  were  taken. 
After  the  copy  was  typed  and  proof-read,  all  material  was  sent  to  the  printer. 

With  all  work  completed,  the  presses  were  set  rolling  and  the  Kaldron  was  printed.  On  circulation  day 
the  staffs  most  enjoyable  and  final  lob  was  the  handing  out  of  the  new  1949  Kaldron.
